Representative Ricketts, of Ohio, Introduces Resolution Asking 
for an Investigation Which is Referred to the Committee 
on Rules by the Speaker—Paper Specifications Committee 
Completes Its Work Containing Its Recommendations to 
the Joint Committee for the Paper Supply for the Govern- 
ment Printing Office for the Coming Year—Consider- 
tion of Water Supply Legislation in the Senate Urged. 


LFROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Wasuincton, D. C., December 9, 1919.—Representative 
Ricketts of Ohio introduced a resolution in the House last 
week which was referred to the committee on rules, calling 
for the appointment of a committee by the Speaker of the 
House of five members to investigate the pulp and news 
print situation. The resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That the Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives be, and he is hereby, directed to appoint from the 
membership of the House a select committee of five mem- 
bers of the Sixty-sixth Congress, which said committee is 
hereby authorized and directed to fully investigate each and 
every matter touching the high cost of print paper to pub- 
lishers throughout the United States, and to especially in- 
vestigate and determine— 

First. The quantity of print paper on hand in the paper 
mills, factories, in storage, and in transit. 

Second. Whether such print paper is being controlled by 
monopoly, paper trust, or conspiracy. 

Third. The relationship, if any, between the metropolitan 
publishers and the pulp and paper industry. 

Fourth. What portion, if any, of the stock of the pulp and 
paper industry of the United States is controlled by foreign 
capital, and the number of foreign stockholders and amount 
of stock held by each. 

Fifth. The reason for the apparent discrimination in the 
sale and price of print paper to the metropolitan publishers 
and to publishers of daily and weekly papers in county seats 
and local communities. 

Sixth. Such other facts and will enable 
Congress to determine the exact status of the pulp and paper 
industry in the United States. 

In addition to the powers herein conferred, said committe¢ 
is hereby authorized to send for persons and papers, to ad- 
minister oaths and affirmations, to take testimony, to sit 
during the sessions of the House, and during an recess which 
may occur during its sessions, and may meet at such places 
as said committee may deem advisable. 

Resolved further, That said select committe 
to the House at the earliest possible date, in one or more 
reports, as it may deem advisable, the results of its investi- 
gations, with such recommendations as it may care to make. 

Resolved further, That the Speaker of the House is hereby 
“uthorized to issue subpoenas to witnesses, upon the request

Resolved further, That the Sergeant at Arms of the House 
be directed to serve all subpcenas and other process put into 
his hands by said committee. 


Joint Printing Committee Completes Work 


The Paper Specifications Committee of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Printing has completed its work con- 


taining its recommendations to the Joint Committee for the 
paper supply for the Government Printing Office for the 
coming year. It is expected that the Joint Committee will 
meet the latter part of this week to pass on the recommenda- 
tions of the Specifications Committee. As a general rule the 
Joint Committee endorses the recommendations of the Speci- 
fications Committee as a matter of routine. 


Urges Water Power Legislation 

Chairman Jones of the Senate Committee on Commerce 
will urge the consideration of water power legislation in the 
Senate immediately following the passage of the Cummins 
railroad measure, unless an understanding has been reached 
by that time concerning the future consideration of the Peace 
Treaty. The water power bill has already passed the House, 
and Senator Jones believes that it is of such great importance 
to the country that it should be acted upon by the Senate at 
an early date. 

The Committee on Commerce is also prepared to give im- 
mediate consideration to the merchant marine question, and 
will commence public hearings in the near future.

Envelope Situation 

The Postmaster-General in his annual report to Congress 
has the following to say in connection with the paper and 
with the envelope situation during the past year: 

“The greatest difficulty was caused by the franked envelope 
situation, the demands of the Government, due to the war, 
increasing many hundred per cent, so that approximately 
1,000,000 franked envelopes were purchased by the various 
departments of the Government during the last year of the 
war, which, of course, far exceeds the ordinary consumption. 

“So tremendous were the demands of the War Department, 
especially for overseas shipments, and of the Navy and other 
departments who had to do with the prosecution of the war, 
that all contracts got behind with orders, and at one time it 
seemed doubtful whether enough envelopes could be obtained 
in the country to meet the Government’s needs. To com- 
plicate the situation, contractors were complaining that the 
cost of production had increased enormously, and that they 
were losing heavily, some of them being threatened with 
bankruptcy. To furnish relief Congress authorized an adjust-

These conditions became so 
acute that in the summer and autumn of 1918 the purchasing 
agent of the department took steps in conjunction with the 
War Industries Board to mobilize the entire envelope indus- 
try of the country. The President set aside a fund for this 
purpose, and arrangements were made for the Government 
to purchase paper and to allocate orders among all envelope 
manufacturers whether previously Government contractors 
or not. The armistice came, however, about the time it was 
prepared to carry this plan into effect, and it was therefore 
abandoned. New franked and 
stamped envelopes were entered into at prices averaging 


Government contracts for 
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about the same as those covered in the adjustment previously 
mentioned.” 

In connection with stamped paper the Postmaster-General 
says: 

“Audited sales of stamps and other postage stamped paper 
in the fiscal year 1919 amounted to $329,965,009.74, an increase 
of $38,995,148.01, or 11.02 per cent, over the preceding fiscal 
year. The gain is due in part to the increased rates for post- 
age which were not in force during the first four months of 
the preceding year. Sales of war savings and thrift stamps, 
less thrift stamps exchanged, amounted to $524,501,217.29.”

To Save Pulpwood 

Shortage of news print paper has reached the stage where 
newspapers and periodicals may be allotted their supply by 
the government, according to G. W. Mead, president of the 
Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company of Grand 
Rapids. Mr. Mead said in an interview that the demand for 
print paper is far outstripping the production and that the 
available supply of logs for pulpwood is steadily growing 
less. 

Speaking in a similar vein, Dr. Oliver Kamm of the de- 
partment of organic chemistry at the University of Illinois, 
who until recently had charge of research work conducted 
by 25 mills of the American Writing Paper Company, pre- 
dicted that in the very near future many large cities will 
have their own paper recovering plants. He said that if 
properly equipped plants are installed half of the daily supply 
of pulpwood could be saved.

Scarcity of News Print is Increasingly Emphasized, Although 
Some Publishers, it is Said, Are Using Paper as 
Freely as Ever—Reports From Northern Ontario State 
That a Larger Quantity of Pulpweod Than Ever 
will be Taken Out This Year Owing to the High Prices 
Prevailing—Great Scarcity of Ground Wood and Prices 


will Probably go Higher. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., December 8, 1919.—The activity of the pulp 
and paper mills continues unabated and orders in all lines 
show no falling off. The scarcity of news print becomes 
more accentuated and yet the publishers continue to use it as 
freely as in the days of yore, with few exceptions. One daily 
journal published in a western Canadian city of fifty thousand 
population recently printed a fifty-page paper on a Saturday, 
which has caused considerable unfavorable comment among 
other publishers, especially as the edition was a regular one 
and the amount of advertising did not justify such a large 
production. On the other hand, a leading daily in the East 
printed in a city many times larger than the former has de- 
clined to put out more pages and says the supply of news 
print for publishing purposes is limited and will likely grow 
less and that while the paper tonnage of the country cannot 
be increased at the present time, publishers can cut down on 
the size of their papers. An appeal is made that advertisers 
ease the situation by contenting themselves with lessened 
space. 

The coal situation is causing the mills no little alarm and, 
while most of them have supplies enough on hand to tide 
them over a few weeks, the future is full of uncertainty and 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association is advising strict 
economy and that every conservative measure should be 
taken. There is not much heard regarding the high price of 
news print just now and publishers will likely be content if 
they can obtain desired quantities at any price. 

Making Canada Known More Widely 

Col. John A. Cooper, who is in charge of the Canadian 
Bureau of Information in New York and is a former presi- 
dent of the Canadian Press Association, was in Toronto re- 
cently. He that it is the federal 
government to open two more Canadian bureaus in the near 
future, one in Boston and the other in Chicago, and that 
Canada last year sold the United States $433,000,000 in goods 
without any commercial or trade agents. Col. Cooper pointed 
out to the publishers of the Canadian Press Association at 
their sixty-first annual meeting in Toronto the necessity of 
wider representation in the United States, in view of the large 
and increasing amount of news print pulp lumber, and other 
products going to the American market annually. 


Prepares Safety Calendar 

A. P. Costigane, of Toronto, safety engineer of the Ontario 
Pulp and Paper Makers’ Safety Association, has designed and 
prepared a unique and striking calendar for 1920 in the in- 
terest of the work. It is known as a “Safety Calendar.” At 
the top of each monthly sheet there appears a suitable illus- 
tration showing how many accidents about pulp and paper 
mill plants are caused through carelessness, neglect and over- 
sight. The wording on each sketch conveys some appro- 
priate injunction in the interest of safety work. The idea of 
Mr. Costigane is novel and effective and it will be the aim 
of the Ontario Pulp and Paper Makers’ Association to have

at least one of these calendars hung up prominently in every 
pulp and paper mill in the Dominion. 
To Cut More Pulpwood 

Word received from Northern Ontario is to the effect that 
a larger quantity of pulpwood than ever will be taken out 
this winter as, owing to the high prices prevailing, operators 
are turning their attention to pulpwood rather than to lum- 
ber. The increased cut will be from 10 to 15 per cent. Toilet 
and tissue mills are rushed to the limit and kraft plants are 
falling farther and farther behind in their deliveries. Coated 
paper plants, notwithstanding increased production, do not 
appear able to catch up, although all mills are operating two 
shifts and are making extensions either to buildings or equip- 
ment. There is a great scarcity of ground wood pulp, which, 
it is expected, will go considerably higher in price, and the 
demand for sulphite, especially bleached, is very keen. Book 
mills have been revising their prices and quotations on some 
Envelope factories and those 
making special lines of papeteries say there is an abnormal 
demand owing to the holiday trade; in fact, manufacturing 
stationers report that they were never as busy as at present. 
without foreign representatives

Scarcely a week goes by 
visiting all the paper houses and manufacturers in Toronto 
in search of supplies abroad, but they have met with little 
encouragement owing to the brisk domestic demand. Higher 
prices on a number of lines are expected early in the new 
year.

News Print From the Dominion is now? Admitted into” that 
Country Free, but According to F. E. Jones of W. H. 
Simms & Sons Ltd. There is Danger of this Preference 
Being Abolished—South American Exporters, Represent- 
ative, it is said, will Arrive Shortly to Arrange for Large 
Exports of New Print to that Country—Three Million 
Horse Power is Available in Water Sites of British Colt mbia 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontrEAL, Que., December 8, 1919.—The fact that news 
print manufactured in Canada is sold throughout the Domin- 
ion at a considerably cheaper rate than it is sold to foreign 
buyers, has given rise to a rather interesting situation in 
regard to New Zealand. With a view to promoting trade 
within the Empire, New Zealand favors Canadian paper and 
admits it free of duty while imposing a 20 per cent ad 
valorem import duty upon paper coming from outside the 
Empire. That there is danger of thjs preference being abol- 
ished is the news brought to Canada by F. E. Jones, of 
W. H. Simms & Sons, Limited, Christchurch, New Zealand, 
chairman of the Importers’ Committee of the 
Chambers of Commerce, of that country. 


Associated 
Mr. Simms brings 
with him a letter of introduction from Premier Massey to 
Sir George E. Foster, Minister of Trade and Commerce. 

In an interview in Montreal, Mr. Jones said: “New Zea- 
land is anxious to promote trade with Canada, and ! am here 
to find out the best methods for doing it. We are particu- 
iarly interested in seeing if we cannot secure a greater share 
of the printing paper produced in Canada, as New Zealand, 
like most other countries, is experiencing a shortage of that 
commodity just at present. 

“We favor Canadian paper, as you know, and admit it free 
of duty, but we cannot understand why we should have to 
pay a higher price for it than that paid by Canadian con- 
sumers. Ordinary printing paper which sells in Canada at 
$69 a ton costs in New Zealand the equivalent of $150 a ton 
which, of course, includes the cost of transportation. We 
cannot understand why there should be this discrimination 
in price and that is one of the things I have come to look 
into. 

“Publishers of newspapers in New Zealand have become 
very much interested in the question and have made repre- 
sentations to our Government in regard to it. They: believe 
that if the discrimination continues, the preference given to 
Canadian paper in New Zealand should be removed and the 
market there opened to all comers on an equal basis. Ii 
that is done there is a good chance of Canada losing our 
market, as Norway and Sweden, relieved of the duty, could 
lay down paper in New Zealand cheaper than Canada can 
do it, and if they once secure the trade they can be de- 
pended upon to hold on to it. In the present state of things 
Canada may not attach much value to this trade, but in a 
year or two conditions will probably change and Canada will 
be looking for new markets.” 

Canadian paper men with whom Mr. Jones talked explained 
that the fixed price in Canada was a compulsory one and did 
not necessarily reflect the actual value of the product, but 
the visitor took the view that if paper is sold in Canada at 
less than a fair price, whether under compulsion or not, such 
price must have its effect upor export customers,.who prob

Others Want Prices Eased 


Information has: been received here that Robert Muir, 
representing South African paper importers, will sail for 
Canada shortly to negotiate for a large export of Canadian 
news print to that country. He hopes, it is announced, 
Canadian manufacturers will ease their prices and ocean 
carriers their rates, as otherwise it will be cheaper for South 
\frica to obtain supplies from Scandinavia, from which 
steamship rates are lower. 

Meanwhile, one of the most important developments in 
connection with the Canadian news print industry is the large 
orders that have been booked in Great Britain by Canadian 
companies. This business has been showing tremendous in- 
creases during the past few months, as a result of the efforts 
of the Canadian Export Paper Company, which handles the 
output of a number of Canadian mills. It is expected that 
there will be a further expansion of this business during the 
next couple of years, as reports indicate that the English 
papers: prefer to do business with the Canadian mills as 
against companies operating in Norway and Sweden. A\l-

Reported That There is Some Probability That Big Plant of the 
Champion Coated Paper Co. at Hamilton May be Forced 
to Close Down—Paper Situation is Causing Some Combi- 
nations Among Newspapers—Schools Are Compelled to 
Economize Because of the Scarcity of Paper—Standard 


Register Co. is Erecting an Addition—General and 
Personal Trade News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayron, Ouro, December 8, 1919.—The coal crisis has ar- 
rived in the Miami Valley and there is no way of telling how 
it will be passed at this writing though the efforts of Gov- 
ernor Cox in securing an adjustment of difficulties between 
the operators and miners will do much to relieve the situa- 
tion. 

Beginning early this week it is probable that the plant of 
the Champion Coated Paper Company at Hamilton will be 
closed. W. D. Randall, secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, denied that the mills would be closed three days out 
of the week but admitted that in all probability the great 
plant would suspend entirely. 

Should the shut-down be ordered, it will mean that one of 
Hamilton’s largest industries will be stilled and that more 
than one thousand men and women will be among the tem- 
porarily unemployed. Mr. Randall stated the latter part of 
last week that he did not know how long the present supply 
of coal would last but it was diminishing at such a rapid rate 
that it would be merely a question when the mills would be 
closed, unless the situation was relieved. 

Other paper and allied industries, such as machinery estab- 
lishments, are facing the same possibilities in the matter of 
suspension of operations and none-too optimistic feeling 
prevails. 

Service Director F. J. J. Sloat stated that some of the coal 
consigned to Hamilton had been re-consigned to St. Louis 
by the regional director. He was informed, however, that 
conditions in the mining district of Eastern Kentucky were 
greatly improved and it was expected that the Miami Valley 
would benefit therefrom. 

Dayton, Middletown, West Carrollton, Franklin and other 
mill towns are about in the same fix as to coal supplies. As 
stated last week the Richardson Paper Mills Company at 
Lockland were the first in this section to close on account 
of the scarcity of fuel. Conditions at this mill, it is expected, 
will be improved in the near future. 


West Carrollton Football Team 


The fast and heavy West Carrollton Paper Mill football 
team went down to defeat at the hands of the mighty Beavers 
of this city at Highland Park last week, the first time this 
season. The Miami paper team has been going at a great 
clip, having won every contest previously, and piling up 
some big scores. However, this time the score was 21 to 0, 
with the cipher on the wrong end. The Beavers knew of 
the reputation of the Carrollton eleven and for this reason 
extra practice work followed each day with the result that 
it counted against their adversaries. 

The paper situation is causing some quick shifts in news- 
paper circles. At Piqua the Leader-Dispatch and the Press 
consolidated one week and beginning December 1 the paper 





was issued as a morning paper. Later the Piqua Call con- 
solidated with the other papers and this will be the afternoon 
issue of the combined press of that city. The increased cost 
of paper, greater expenses incurred through higher wages to 
employees, had something to do with the consolidation. A 
rotary press will be installed and all of the equipment of the 
Press-Dispatch, with the exception of a linotype, will be sold. 

The Warren County Printing and Publishing Company has 
taken over the Franklin News and other paper changes have 
resulted from the paper shortage which does not appear to 
be confined to news print. For instances, the schools of this 
section of Ohio are economizing in the use of Manila draw- 
ing. Paper is so scarce in Cincinnati that both sides of a 
sheet were used by the pupils, on orders from the principals, 
in order to conserve supplies. In some instances erasures 
were made in order to permit of the use of the sheet twice. 
It was stated that only a three weeks’ supply was on hand 
and it was hoped that at the end of that time more paper 
would be obtainable. Paper is supplied by the boards of 
education in a number of Ohio cities, and while orders have 
been placed for more tablet paper, early deliveries are not 
assured, according to school authorities. 


General Trade News 

The Standard Register Company, a heavy consumer of 
register paper, is erecting an addition to its plant at Albany 
street and the Big Four Railroad in Edgemont. This im- 
provement will add 8,000 square feet to the plant which also 
is equipped with a modern printery. 

The board of education and a committee from the Manu- 
facturers’ Association consisting of H. L. Kutter, of the 
Black-Clawson Company, manufacturers of paper mill ma- 
chinery; George R. Shields and F. B. Yingling conferred with 
the vocational director of the State Department of Educa- 
tion to discuss the provisions of the Smith-Hughes law, in 
its relation to the vocational education in Hamilton last week. 
It was decided that the best policy would be to establish an 
extension school to provide for employees who desire to 
equip themselves for trades. 


To Make Patent Egg Container 
Decatur, ILt., December 8, 1919.—The Odell Poultry Sup- 
ply Corporation of Decatur, has just been chartered under 
the laws of Illinois. Its corporation papers were filed No 
The authorized capital is $700,000. 
The corporation controls several patents on improved types

of egg containers, parcel post packages, egg cartons, and a 
new type of packing board. The company proposes to manu- 
facture these patented articles and also expects to do a job- 
bing business and will manufacture corrugated boxes. The 
company also proposes to operate a box board mill with a 
capacity large enough to supply it with all the board it will 
require at the beginning of operations. 

The management states that there are many details of 
organization yet to be arranged and announcement will not 
be made until later of its permanent officers and directors. 
lt is understood that a number of business men well known 
in the trade will be on the board of directors and manage the 
company’s affairs. 

The management asserts that the new egg containers it 
will manufacture will eliminate practically all of the loss in 
egg handling brought about through breakage, leaky eggs, 
etc. The location of board mill and factory has not been 
announced. }

If you should hire a salesman, and, after training him, at 
considerable expense to yourself, should send him out to sell 
paper or pulp for you, and he didn’t produce—you would 
naturally conclude that his failure was due to one of two 
causes: either he was not naturally fitted and trained to be a 
salesman, or else he was in a field where there was little 
demand for your product. 

So it is in advertising. If an advertisement fails to bring 
results, it is due to one of two reasons: either the ad is not 
properly and forcefully written, or the medium in which it is 
published does not appeal to a class interested in your 
product. 

In these days of high prices and active demand for print 
paper of all kinds, wasteful advertising in mediums which do 
not directly appeal to probable customers, is truly an eco- 
noniic crime. More than ever is the old saying true, “When 
you advertise, study your medium.” 

There is a vefitable craze for national advertising sweeping 
the country. Most of the daily newspapers advertising of to- 
day is of little avail, as is a portion of the campaigns con- 
ducted in fiction magazines. 

If the news print crisis is to be improved, a general de- 
crease in advertising must be accomplished. Technical and 
commercial journals, in the long run, produce the best results 


for specialized advertising.

3onds, it also put away more than a billion dollars in War 
Savings Stamps, and savings bank deposits in this country 
also have increased some eight billion dollars during the 


years the world has been at war. 





“The absorption of the Liberty Loans was due somewhat 
to extension of our national credit, but purchases of Savings 
Stamps and increases in bank deposits were almost wholly 
due to the wise preference of the individual for increasing his 
own and the country’s capital account instead of using his 
funds in unnecessary spending. 

“It is to bring the attention of the country that it can, 
without sacrificing its pleasures or curtailing its comforts, add 
several billion dollars more to its capital account next year 
that plans for a National Thrift Week early in the year have 
been promulgated. 

“Steady additions to the nation’s capital are necessary if 
we are to take advantage of the trade and industrial oppor- 
tunities that will keep us at our present full tide of pros- 
perity. We must refrain from unnecessary and extravagant 
spending if we are to bring prices down. Having saved 
money, it is essential that the individual invest safely. To 
this end we urge continued investment in Government securi- 
ties, on which steady and good interest returns are assured, 
with full return of principal. 

“Savings Stamps and Treasury Savings Certificates will be 
available again next year at banks and postoffices, and Lib- 
erty Bonds may be purchased at or through any banking 
institution.” 

The program for National Thrift Week, as at present ten- 
tatively planned, is as follows: 

“National Thrift Day, Saturday, January 17, 1920.—To en- 
list the Nation in a campaign to “Save first and spend after- 
wards.”

“Thrift Sunday, Sunday, January 18.—Sermons in all Amer- 
ican pulpits on the relation of economic life to religious well- 
being, and the need of sharing with others.

“Own-Your-Own-Home Day, Tuesday, January 20.—To. 
show why desirable and how possible to own a home. 

“Make-a-Will Day, Wednesday, January 21.—To urge men 
to make wills, and in so doing impress upon them the neces- 
sity of making provision for the future.

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PHILADELPHIA DEALERS ARE 
WORRIED BY COAL SITUATION 


Trade is Discouraged by Inability to Obtain Various Grades of 
Goods—Paper Stock Dealers Also Have Difficulty in 
Obtaining Supplies—Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing 
Co. Lets Award for Third of a Series of Additions—Lowe 
Paper Co. Incorporates— Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
Co. Issues Annual Report—Whiting-Patterson Co. Enter- 
tain Fine Paper Division. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORKESPONDENT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, December 8, 1919.—The big jobbers feel that 
with the imposition of coal restrictions, strike or no strike, 
and with news alone ruled an essential, the one-sidedness of 
the market will be increased. Heretofore in these columns 
there was voiced the feeling of the trade that the mills are 
neglecting business for other grades, in favor of news. The 
complaint is greater now than ever before. The trade is 
thoroughly discouraged. At a time when opportunity is wide 
open for an export trade of tremendous size and profitabk 
character, shipments cannot be made, solely because the 
goods are not there. 

Just what effect the railroad administration ruling regard 
ing the character of packing of materials for shipment will 
have on the trade is too a matter of uncertainty and of specu 
lation. The strictly paper jobbers fear that the new regula 
tions effective Wednesday, were designed for the special 
benefit of the boxmakers and box board manufacturers 
Lbealers in special safety paper are hopeful that their line 
may benefit. They believe that if goods to be shipped are 
packed as bales in any of the approved safety papers, they 
may be acceptable and if so there will be a decided stimulus 
to this branch of business. Such papers with cross cords o1 
fine wire between sheets of strong and of waterproofed 
papers, make secure packings for bales. Efforts have been 
made to secure a ruling whether they will be acceptabl: 
under the terms of the new regulations. But no decision has 
been made at local offices of express companies to which 
ihe question has been submitted.

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jreew Work Market Review 


OFFICE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, 
Wepnespay, December 10, 1919 

There are apparently no signs of a let up in the activity 
in the New York paper market. Demand for nearly all 
grades of paper is stronger this week than it was last, and 
the market is still on the incline. 

News print has advanced another half cent, and there 
seems to be no prospect of stopping the upward march of 
this grade of paper. Spot deliveries for news print are rang- 
ing from 8.00@9.00, with the prevailing price around 8.50. 
Publishers have taken to sending their agents to the large 
producers and almost begging for contracts for next year. 
The output of nearly every mill producing any quantity of 
news is contracted for until 1921. Trade seems to be fairly 
brisk, despite the shortage, for reports of several considerable 
spot sales have been recorded. 

Book paper also seems to be on the jump. Prices this week 
are higher than they were last, showing an increase for the 
past three weeks of nearly a cent a pound. S. and S. C. is 
now quoted at 9.00@9.50, f. o. b. mill, while M. F. is bringing 
just a quarter cent less. Trade in all kinds of book and coated 
papers is very brisk, and there is evident a constantly increas- 
ing demand which promises to force the prices still higher. 

Fine papers are in active demand, and have been so for 
some time. Trade in these lines is comparatively active, and 
shipments as large as usual. 

3oards and wrapping paper, except straw papers, have been 
very active. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Ground wood has made still further advances this week. 
Dealers report that they are receiving bids for any Amount 
of ground wood, new or stored, at figures ranging from $52@ 
60, and that news print manufacturers are almost as anxious 
to obtain mechanical pulp as are the publishers to obtain 
paper. There was a fair amount of trade this week, but 
prices were not fixed and goods were sold at various terms 
and quotations. 


Chemical Pulp 


The chemical pulp market. seems to be holding its own 
steadily this week. Trade has been normal, and prices com- 
paratively reasonable, for the past month. Trade is very 
active, all kinds of chemical pulp being in strong demand. 
It is expected that bleached sulphite will advance within a 
week or two, as the demand for this grade is very strong. 

Rags 

There is an unusual demand for all grades of dark or col- 
ored cotton this week, while white cottons are not far behind. 
Dealers report that the entire market is strengthening appre- 
ciably, and further advances are anticipated. Trade seems to 
be very active, as the termination of the coal strike seems to 
have had a spontaneous effect upon the mills, and all are 
settling down to capacity production. 


Old Ropes and Bagging 


The old rope and bagging market has also assumed a de- 
cidedly strengthening aspect this week. Prices, although 
unchanged, are showing every indication of sudden change, 
while shipments and trade seem to be unusually brisk. Ac- 
cording to dealers, there is a stronger demand than the New 
York dealers can supply. 

Paper Stock 

Like rags, paper stock is also showing signs of unusual 

strength this week. Prices are unchanged, but every indica- 





tion is that there will be decided increases within a very short 
time. Trade is active, and shipments heavy. The strike of 
the small packers in New York has affected the supply of 
mixed papers, and some other grades, but as yet the market 
as a whole has not been actually changed. 


Twine 


Twine is still holding the strong prices and demand which 
characterized the market a month ago. Trade is reported as 
very active, and, as the demand for paper makers’ grades of 
twines far exceeds the supply, there is no probability of a 
lowering of the market for some time.

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TO FORM COST ASSOCIATION 
OF NORTHERN N. Y. DISTRICT 


Enthusiastic Meeting is Held at the Black Valley Club at Which 
Plans for the New Organization are Perfected—B. E. 
Hutchinson, Treasurer of the American Writing Paper 
Company, Addresses the Meeting and Explains in Detail the 
Method used by his Concern in the Budget System of Cost 
Accounting —Knowlton Brothers Incorporate, Begin Manu- 
facture of News Print. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 8, 1919.—The Northern New 
York Branch of the cost section of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association is to be organized out of a very enthusiastic 
meeting last Tuesday at the Black River Valley Club in this 
city of thirty-two executives and accounting officials of 
eleven paper mills in this section of the state. James C. 
McCormick, head of the accounting department of Knowlton 
Brothers, Inc., who was responsible for the successful meet- 
ing, was continued as secretary for the purpose of calling the 
executives of Northern New York paper mills together for 
the purpose of forming a permanent organization. Meetings 
will be held from time to time in the future. . 

B. E. Hutchinson, Treasurer of the American Writing 
Paper Company, was here from Boston to address the meet- 
ing and to explain in detail the methods used by his concern 
in the budget system of cost accounting. He had with him 
charts and sample records which he traced before his inter- 
ested audience. When the demonstration was over a banquet 
was served after which much valuable time was passed in 
informal discusSion of various features in which local paper 
mill men were interested. 

Dr. James E. Campbell, president of the Dexter Sulphite 
Pulp and Paper Company, was selected as chairman of the 
meeting after Mr. McCormick had outlined the purpose of the 
conference and the importance of the establishment in every 
paper company of a uniform cost-finding system of account- 
ing. Dr. Campbell spoke briefly upon his personal experi- 
ence and observations in connection with cost finding. The 
grade of paper a mill is physically adapted to manufacture 
best may be demonstrated by the budget system of cost find- 
ing,” he said. “It not only improves the concern using the 
system but it makes a better competitor out of the poor 
competitor. When you make a poor competitor an intelli- 
gent one you have established an improvement for all con- 
cerned.”

Now Making News Print 


Knowlton Brothers, Inc., manufacturers of high grade col- 
ored specialties for many years and the oldest paper manu- 
facturing concern in this section of the State, made a new 
departure Saturday afternoon. For the first time since 1808 
the mill has started the manufacture of news print paper, 
It is not a permanent shift, but a special order is being filled, 

Many other mills in this section have been forced to 
divert to the manufacture of news print paper of late because 
of the pressing demand for that grade of paper which has 
forced the price up to a point where economy and efficiency 
tells the owners that the change should be made. 

For several weeks the Knowlton Brothers officials have 
been making preparations for the new order. It was said at 
the offices of the mill this morning that a special order has 
been accepted from one of the news print concerns in the 
Black River Valley which is pressed on its contract, but that 
the continuance of news print manufacture in the local mill 
may be but brief. 

The big paper machine in the Knowlton Brothers plant is 
casily adapted to the manufacture of news print paper. It 
meant a change in felts and other minor adjustments. This 
has been done and news is being made to-day at the rate of 
about fifteen tons a day. It is not a rapid machine. The 
machine carries a 90-inch wire, but only an 80-inch news sheet 
is being made. 

With news print paper selling on the market as high as 
10 cents a pound it is difficult for specialty mills to refrain 
from the shift. This is the first time the local mill has found 
news prices sufficient to make it pay to change. Many other 
mills are doing likewise, and it is expected that while the 
supply of news will soon begin to approach the demand and 
thus bring down the price, while the machines are off the 
other grades a shortage there may bring up the prices. It is 
a two-edged sword in this respect. 

Knowlton Brothers are still operating the other machine 
on regular specialties orders. The wood pulp for news print 
is being supplied from the news mill for which the paper is 
being made, and it is expected that the present transfer will 
be only temporary. 


Paper Firm to Make Sugar 


The Diana Paper Company, of which Mark S. Wilder of 
this city is the president, is now making plans to branch out 
into the sugar business on a large scale. This was just ad- 
mitted to-day by the president. 

The company owns a large tract of maple timber about 
four miles above Harrisville. With sugar scarce last year 
the sugar bush was tapped to the extent of about 2,000 trees. 
A large supply of sugar was made, but this year, with sugar 
still difficult to obtain, even at high prices, the officers of the 
paper company have decided to make extensive operations 
next spring. To that end there are plans being perfected. 

Several men are now in the sugar bush building a modern 
sugar plant. 


Republic Bag Co. Increases Stock 


The Republic Bag and Paper Company, Inc., 200 Fifth 
avenue, New York, has been granted an increase of $500,000 
to its capital stock. With the money obtained from the 
sale of this stock, the concern expects to erect a six-story 
factory and warehouse in or near New York. The plant, it 
is expected, will cost all of the half million dollars to be 
obtained from the sale of the new stock. Part of this stock 
is on sale for public consumption, and part will be absorbed 
by the present owners of the company. The exact location 
of the new plant is not yet determined.
